DEVILISH COW-BOYS. 


Five Mounted Robbers Plunder 
Two Camping Stores.

They Kill Five Men--Two of the Robbers 
Wounded to Death--Posse in Pursuit. 


Carson, NEv., January 23.—Intelligence 
was received here to-night that on Friday 
last a most horrible murder was committed 
at Good Mountain, Esmere)da county, a place 
about thirty miles from Candelaria. It is 
said that five men rode into camp, entering 
the store of a silvenman named Clidevich 
and without a word 6f warning began firing 
atthe proprietor and his assistants. The 
firing lasted for two or three minutes, 
resulting in the death of Clidevich 
and bis clerk and the severe wounding 
of another assistant. and the death of two 
robbers, the latter having the appearance of 
cowboys. The store was ransacked py the 
surviving robbers of booty amounting to 
considerable. The wounded man crawied a 
distance of about eight miles and gave the 
alarm. <A posse of men started for the scene 
of the atrocity, but before they arrived there 
the three surviving scoundrels had been at 
Silver Peak Camp, thirty miles from 
Gold Mountain, where they entered another 
store, killing the proprietor and his two 
clerks, the names of whom are vet unknown. 
There they also got off with a large sum of 
money and other valuables. The robbers are 
well mounted and armed. Farther details 
are not yet to beobtained. That section of 
the country is being scoured for them by men 
who say they will make short work of the 
robbers if caught.

It has $1,600,000 invested in 
manutactures, and, of course, with its large 
population, can boast of the usual advant- 
ages which are generally appurtenances to | 
older towns in the State—water-works, street 
cars, electric lights, ete. Its wholesaie gro- 
eery trade foots up about $5,000,000 per year. 
Two millions of pounds of wool, large num- 
bers of cattle, bides and furs, with cotton- 
seed oil, are some of its other principal ex- 
ports. Engines and boilers, soap and ice, 
and many smaller but needed industries 
show its self-supporting capacity to some 
extent, and its educational! facilities are said 
to be excelent, the High and other public 
schovls and two tlourishing female seminaries 
attesting this. 

The place occupies an enormous space, its 
residences being widely scattered, but the 
center of the town has fine business biocks. 
The most conspicuous bui:ding in the city I 
must indicate as the Capito! Hotel, lately 
completed ata cost of $200,000, five stories in 
height and an elegant dilice, everything 
having been done to nake it first-ciass and 
worthy of any city in ihe Union. Nine rail- 
roads, inclouding the International and Great 
Northern,erter the city, seeming to coimpiete 
its trade adVuantages. 

Houston bears tie appearance of being one 
of the most matter-of-fact business cities in 
the whoie céautry, for, aside from this, its 
business advantages and facilities, it ap- 
pears to have tew other attractions. Sit- 
uated on a level prairie, a.thougl apparently 
well drainéd by Buflalo Bayou, it appears 
not fitted in bad weather for either ridinz or 
walking. and has, therefore, littie besides its 
genial climate and good population to 
attract pleasure-seekers.

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GUSTAVE DORE. 


Death of the Celebrated French Painter 
—His-Life and Works. 


Panis, January 23.—Gustave Dore, the 
famous French painter and des gner, is dead, 
Paul Gustave Dore was born at Strasburg, 
January 6, 1832. He was educated at Paris, 
and soon gave indications of great natural 


ability. In 1648 he made his first appearance 
as an artist in some pen-and-ink sketches 
sent to the Salon. He also contributed 
sketches that attracted attention to the Jour- 
nal Paur Rire and other Paris periodicals. 
His final successes were obtained by his 
paintings, principally landscapes, but in 1854 
he illustrated an edition of ‘‘Rabelais,’”’ and 
in 1456 published aseries of designs illustrat- 
ing the story of the “Wandering Jew,” by 
which performances the public attention was 
strongly directed towards him. In 1825 he 
exhibited his picture of the 
“Battle of Alma,’”’ which was  follow- 
ed by the “Battie of Inkermann,” in 1857. 
In the year 1856 Dore illustrated an edition 
of Balzac’s, “Contes Drolatiques,” a work 
which shows all his powers in their fullest 
and freest degree. It would seem that Bal- 
zac had written the stories around the 


sketches, so perfectly do the latter 
follow and reflect the audacious inde- 
eencies of the most libertine of books. 


Meanwhile Dore was making himself known 
in a wider and happier cirele, with his de- 
signs for Perrault’s ‘“‘Kairy Tales” (1861); 
‘Don Quixote” (1863); the “Travels in the 
Pyrenees” of Taine, and the “Fables” of La 
Fi ntaine. These works were suited to the 
artist’s talents, but he overieaped the saddle 
when his ainbition led him to eta to 
iliustrate ante and the ible.

A Widow’s Damage Case—The Cook- 
Scholer Litigation—Legal Services.

line. The widow claims $5,000 damages 
from the company for the loss of 
her husband, who was a member 


of the Fire Department. He was thrown 
from a hose-reel on Carondelet avenne and 
Cherokee street August 19, 1882. The de- 
yartment was running to a fire in the neigh- 
bod. and the hose-reel accident, it is al- 
leged, arose from the bad condition of the 
track, which was out of repair. The court 
rules out certain extracts from city 
ordinances relative to street car companies, 
but evidence will be admitted as to the con- 
dition of the track, which is relevant. The 
company’s responsibility for the condition 
of the street will be fully tested at the trial 
of this case.
